Boecured n Penslon,

There is a poor, unfortunate man at St.
Josepn's hospital who was made very happy
the other day by the recoipt of news that he
hnd been granted a pension of 812 per month
by the United States ponsion buveau. Hia
name fs Jacob Wilder, and he is suffering
from partiak paralysis. Mr. \Wilder was seon
by & Bre reporter yesterday, and he
scomeda very much relieved by the assur-
ance  that he would  heraafter  draw
A  pension, He =served in the I14lst
Iiinois infantry duriog the 100 days’ service,
and at the expiration of that time he re-en-
tered the serviceand served to the cluse of the
war o the 150t infantry, He was musterod
out at Mempnis in Septemuber, 1565, Since
tho war Mr, Wilder has been engaged in the
stock shipping business, Heo has for somo
years neen employed by the snippers of
South Omaba in shipping cattle to Chicago.
The exposure to which he was subjocted
during the war begun to tell upon him of late
and sbout six months ago he was stricken
with partial paralysis and since that
tims he has beon unable to work. On
Februnry 20 he applied for a pension,
through Tue Bre Bureau of Claims, and to
kis great satisfuotion the pension hna beon
allowed, “1t will be of great benefit to me,"’
said Mr. Wilder to the reporter, *for I am a
poor man  and need every cent I ean got to
asslst me in  this terrible ealamity that has
overtaken me, Itis doultful if I will ever
bo able to work again, ond although the
awount I have been allowed will not keep
me, it will go & good ways toward it by care-
ful management. 1 am very gratoful for
this, mlthough I think I should have had
morao.
